V y  dear  Mr.  Brock: 

In  the  first  place  will  you  allow  ire  to  congratulate 
you  in  the  promotion  which  was  gazetted  two  or  three  days  ago.  1  arr  very 
glad  to  know  tnat  the  Government  has  recognised  your  work  by  appointing  you 
as  Deputy  Minister  of  Mines.  Several  members  of  the  University  have 
spoken  to  ne  about  it  and  all  of  tnen  with  satisfaction. 

Fernaps  you  have  seen  Dr.  Baanel's  last  memorandum  which 
Hon.  Louis  Coderre  forwarded  to  me.  Dr.  Haanel  seeirs  unable  to  take  my 
point  of  view  and  I  cannot  at  all  agree  that  the  proposal  that  was  submitted 
in  the  last  letter  to  the  Minister  would  involve  any  other  principle  than 
one  that  has  teen  already  adopted.  That  work  has  been  completed  in  McGill 

and  Dueen's  is  no  reason  why  new  work  should  not  be  temporarily  undertaken 
in  the  University  of  Toronto:  that  incidentally  it  should  benefit  education 
in  the  University  cannot  surely  be  an  otiection  provided  the  Government  is 
not  subsidising  the  work  for  that  purpose.  I  should  hope  that  in  a  few 
years  our  finances  would  be  such  that  we  would  nave  complete  laboratories 
of  our  own  in  Ceramics  which  then  might  night  or  might  not  be  used  by  the 
Dominion  Government  according  as  their  plans  would  lead  then  to  decide.

The  position  would  call  for  a  very  careful 
conscientious  worker,  with  a  good  knowledge  of  English,  good 
judgment ,  tact,  and f if  possible  some  training  in  science. 

He  should  be  young  enough  to  be  capable  of  adapting  himself 
to  the  position  and  learning  the  work.  It  would  be 
necessary  for  him  to  read  over  the  reports,  see  that  there 
were  no  errors  in  the  English,  or  in  spelling  and  punctuation 
i  to  put  in  the  directions  for  the  printer-,  the  latter 
course  he  would  lean  quickly  here.  We  should  like  him  to 
have  some  training  in  science,  in  order  that  he  might  know 
something  of  the  terminology,  and  be  able  to  follow  the 
meaning  of  the  author,  but  it  is  not  necessary  that  he  should 
be  able  to  correct  or  criticize  the  scientific  work.

H.V. Ellsworth  at  present 

Fellow  in  the  Department  of  Mineralogy, would  be  a  very  suitable 

man.  Mr.  Ellsworth's  qualifications  from  the  geological  point  of 

viev;  are  excellent  as  he  is  one  of  our  best  graduates  and  has  had 

experience  in  the  field.  As  an  undergraduate  he  impressed  both 

Professor  Walker  and  myself  as  unusually  well  equipped  in  Engli-sh.
